"LAZY" WATCH WINDING. 
| 


The winding of a watch seems to call for a smnll 


amount of energy, but it assumes a most significant 
aspect when multiplied several hundred times, as 
In thn instance of a watch-repairing concern, part 
of whose work it is to wind TOO watches or more 
each day. 


To facilitate tho work the firm makes use of an 


electric motor, which drives a small felt-lined 
socket through friction drive. It Is only necessary 
to start up the, motor and hold tho stem of a watch 
against the felt-lined socket to wind the timepiece. 
"When the watch Is completely wound the tight- 
ened spring; overcomes the pressure between tho 
motor pulley and the friction disc, with the result 
that slippage takes place.

and some of the- babies. In this school were all 
the grades and in each grade were from one to four 


pupil?, each obedient and anxious to learn, grateful 
for their chance to get away from a life of drudgr.

'These little children all'had their storir, some not 


realizing the magnitude of.it, others .appearing, to 
see "Ha meaning and still others hard to fathom. 
From time, to time I was the center of the wonder- 
ment, but most of the time was occupied in the 
arithmetic lesson for the younger children, an'd 
composition for the older. These little daughters 
of the Orient were adept a.t mathematics, the super- 
intendent of the school Informed me, and T had not 
to wait, long to find out.

They 
are put in school and educated until of a marriage- 
able age when inquiries are made Into the requests 
of numerous suitors, and, the proper one chosen. 
The requests are many, I was informed, because 
an educated Chinese girl Is in demand.

Their* education consists in English and Chinese, 


the latter being given three times a week runder 
,Mrs. N. Tung, a Chinese woman of both American 
and foreign education, and the English training is 
the same as is given In our public schools and is 
taught by Miss J. E. Smith, who informed me that 
they .learn English much more quickly than their 
native language. 
' 


In this way the little girls and two little boys are 


raised, the masculine-element being an exception .to 
the rule as no boys .are taken in by the school. .In 
the neighborhood of 1500 girls have been saved and 
raised In this fashion during the last' twenty-five 
years, and- the work Is increasing in leaps and 
bounds? This school started last August with an 
enrollment of twenty-rive, brought over from San 
Francisco, and has increased to thirty-nvfi pupils 
in not quite a year, and from time to time new 
additions are made to the roil. 


Recently the school gave an entertainment at 


which the children in the quaint costumes of the 
Orient, entertained with American "music and native 
Chinese songs. The. affair was for the benefit of 
the Institution, which is kept up through the aid of 
Miss Donaldlna Cameron and private donors. This 
closes a tnJe of quaint little girls of the Orient, each 
one with a history,-some more thrilling than others, 
but all with pages of past life to look back itpon 
when they have been sent away from the home- to 
live in their native freedom.

Again Undo Sam has come to tho front to solve 


tho dilemma. Uncle Sam IB aware that the present 
enhanced forelRn trade which the American business 
men have developed cannot last after the war unless 
efficient steoa are taken to hold it. Can we hold our 
foreign trade? 
' 


"I believe that we can and wo will." la the opin- 


ion of Dr. Edward Ewlng Pratt, chief of the Bu-' 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce of the 
United States Department of Commerce, 
f 


"I find that most of tho practical men in for- 


eign trade believe that they will be ablo«to retain 
perhaps not all of the. new business, but a very 
largo proportion of it, at least. 
It Is a question 


which I believe rests squarely upon trie ultimate 
level of costs niter the war. If costs in Europe are 
diminished, then tho UVilled States will be less ablo 
to compete with Europo than at any tlme.paat. If 
that were tbo outcome Europo would undoubtedly bo 
ablo to coma back into tho world's markets and so-, 
cure, not only the trade which we have built up dur- 
ing tho war, but much of the trade which won ours 
previous to it.,' Under those conditions European 
nations would undoubtedly be. able to get even more 
buslnesa in our own homo market than ever before. 


"I doubt, however, if that Is to he the result. 


I/ogic and experience seem to point In the opposite 
direction. Let us consider for a moment the im- 
portant items of cost. They are labor, capital, taxes 
and the efficiency of a going organization and un- 
broken connections. This last Is often termed 'good- 
will.1 


"There la no doubt that the European nations are 


at present losing good-will. Good-will depends upon 
the anility to establish and to maintain a going 
business—just what the European manufacturers 
have been unable to do slnco'Augiist, 1914.* Ameri- 
can manufacturers and merchants are picking up 
whole. ;is It were, the good-will that has been vol- 
untarily dropped by their European competitprs. 
Just recently a largo English concern withdrew 
from business in Spain, closing Its Madrid offices and 
recalling its manager. Its principal competitors had 
been German and American firms. "With thfl Ger- 
mans now entirely out or that market, the Ameri- 
cans are free to take over the good-will built up by 
their former competitors. 


"It Is hardly conceivable that taxes In Europe will 


not bo enormously Increased ni;- a result of the war. 
It is evidently the policy of all the belligerent na- 
tionn to meet the costs of the wt.r, not by Immediate 
taxation, but through funded debts. Thin war will 
be paid for by'the taxpayers of Vhe next 50 to ^00 
years; and the taxes will rest heavily, not only on 
the people, but on industry. 


"Already the cost of capital in Europe has. been 


much enhanced. Capital, which could be had for 
2 and 4 per cent, 'prior to tho European war, can 
scarcely be purchased for G per cent. now. In my 
opinion, capital will bo in great demand immediate- 
ly following the war, not so much for immediate 
reconstruction purposes as for all kinds of new en- 
terprises and replacements which will bo necessary 
because present equipment Is being worn out, and • 
bcnu'so present Initiative and enterprise are being 
stored up without outlet. The demand for capital 
will bo great; the available amount -of it will he 
limited, and, in consequence, the cost of it will be 
high. 
. 
' 


"Tho supply of labor, It seems equally clear, will 


be considerably diminished; consequently labor will 
lie In great demand following the closo of the war. 
Many of the heat and most sltinfed laborers of Ku- 
ropc will not come buck from the frontt 
.Many will . 


rome hack maimed and diseased. Practically alt of 
those who return will have lost that most valuable 


element In the European laborer,lTlhe habit of work. 
The European workman has been noted for his in- 
dustrious qualities, for his loyalty, for the work 
spirit which is In him.. This, in my opinion, wrll no 
longer exist among those men who have experienced 
the excitement of array life in the trenches and on 
the'battlefields of Europe. Labor, especially skilled 
labor, will be in great demand, and will consequently t 
.be high in price. 


"There Is no need of our relying entirely on a 


theoretical expansion-of the possible effects.of the 
European war. 
"V^e can go back, if we care to, and 


find out what ha.ppened In the years immediately 
following the Napoleonic wars, the Crimean war, our 
own Civil war, the Franco-Prussian war, and, most 
lately, the Russo-Japanese war. In the case of each 
one of theso conflicts, we find that taxes were con- 
siderably increased and that the entire fiscal affairs 
of -the nations involved were much 
disarranged. 


We find that both the cost of capital and the cost of 
labor were enhanced. 


"There is one general result of the great conflict 


in Europe which is perhaps more Important and 
more significant than any other for^ the United 
States, reaching out not only into the field of com- 
merce and Industry, but Into the field of politics and 
international thought as well. Th\ United States 
has acquired something which fhu United States and 
tha poonia of the United States never had before, 
and that something Is an International point of view. 
The people of .this country have been individuals of 
Iho most extreme type—individuals not only per- 
sonally, but nationally. 
"We have talked in term? of 


the United States, we have existed for the United 
States and.the United States alone. 


"Now we have suddenly become aware of tho. fact 


that there are other nations In the world; that those 
other nations are important to us, and that what 
they do seriously nnd vitnliy affects us. "We have 
suddenly acquired an Interest In those other, nations 
—in what they are doing, politically, financially, in- 
dustrially and commercially. In tho future it will 
bo impossible for us longer to devote our attention 
'to.things exclusively of our own country and our 
policies, national and Individual, will bo to a con- 
assemble extent affected by, tho new international 
paint of view which we have acquired. 


"We must prepare to play the part that has been 


thrust'upon UH In world commerce; we must" think 
In tfirms, not of domestic .trade, but of world trndo. 


"Xoi long ngo I remarked to the treasurer of the 


largest corporation In'tho United States—a corpora- 


tion which maintains branches in many foreign 
countries—that there are two major problems fac- 
ing us-In the development of our overseas commerc^: 
First, the problem of financing our foreign trade; 
and, second, the problem of training men for foreign 
service. 


" 'Yes,' he answered, "those are the two important 


problems. But I should be inclined to say in our 
case, and I believe it is truo of many other large 
concerns, that if we can find the men to carry on 
our foreign trade wo shall have no difficulty in 
financing it.' " 


"It Is no easy job to find such men to carry on 


"business separated by hundreds and thousands of 


miles from the home office and factory, the place 


• where policies are formulated and decisions made, 


and he Is often called upon to make decisions at 
long range. That is one of the reasons why it is 
best to entrust one's business abroad to men trained 
In the home office—men who have had an oppor- 
tunity to learn tho business at first hand. 
It Is one 


of the reasons why our business men should choose 
their foreign representatives from their own or- 
ganizations. 


"In the second place, men who seek success in 


foreign trade should understand the mechanism and 
methods of foreign trade. There Is no other busi- 
ness, I believe, In which thero is required so much 
knowledge of details of procedure in the handling 
of. transactions. And there Is no kind of business in 
which these detaila mean so much. Where business 
is carried on at long range, the chances nre .many 
for vexatious delays and trying mistakes, unless 
those who handle the business are familiar with the 


• machinery by which It is carried on. It Is necessary 
to know the chief characteristics ot foreign markets 
—the business requirements and business methods of 
the people In those markets. One should be familiar 
with the functions and methods of the various pro- 
fessional export houses and forwarders so as to bo 
able to take advantage of the facilities they offer 
wlicn desirable. It export business is handled direct, 
thero is a mass of details to understand—foreign 
advertising and correspondence, cables. Invoices, 
price quotations, consular papers -and documents, 
packing, shipping and,insurance. It Is necessary to 
know how shipments nre financed—how to draw 
drafts and how to negotiate them. 
And there aro 


a hundred other details with which one should be- 
come fmnlliar. 


"Thp importance of language must not bo ovor- 


looked. Because of our comparatively isolated posi- 
tion, we have not as a people had the same oppor- 
tunity nor the same necessity as European nations 
to learn and speak languages other, than our own. 
There has been a marked Improvement in. the lan- 
guage courses offered by our colleges and. univer- 
sities and by private schools, however, and I am 
hopeful of much better results In this field—which 
has long been a weak spot In our educational sys- 
tem, 


"The schools and colleges have done little, how- 


ever, to supply an adequate training in foreign trado 
work. "]Here' and there, during the past two or three 
years, some courses have been offered, but they 
have, for the most part, been very general and have 
been available for only a very limited number of 
men. 


"If our colleges offered foreign trade courses in 


detail, a co-ordination of college and practice work 
might be arranged. Ebccept in a few .very excep- 
tional cases, these facilities have been very Inade- 
quate, and tn*e larger business concerns have tried 
to work out methods for training their own peoplo 
to handle their growing a'nd increasingly varied 
foreign business. There have been drawbacks In 
furnishing this training—the lack of competent in- 
structors, for example—but tho results, on tho whole, 
have been very encouraging, and have already begun 
to bear fruit. It is more than a coincidence that the 
three or four companies which have built up the 
largest foreign business have provided the best sys- 
tematic training. 


"The need for systematic training exlsta; however, 


not only In these few large companies; It Is Just as 
urgent in the smaller establishments throughout rn%- 
country that are getting their first foreign orders. 
Foreign trade training: is at a premium today in 
every progressive manufacturing: plant and financial 
office In tho country. And In the smaller com- 
panies, as In tho few larger companies that I hava 
already referred to, the training will havo to b« pro- 
vided by tho manufacturers and merchant* and tho 
bankers, wherever possible, In their own establish- 
ments."—Brooklyn Eagle.

But 
it is impossible to -assign a definite part 
of- these 


joint costs to any of the commodities, and 
so an 


arbitrary allotment must be made.

There arc various uses to which the 
marble is put, and as a matter of fact the size 
varies according to Its intended use. The Standard 
Oil Company Is one of the largest buyers of marbles, 
and these are used for oil cans and larger sizes arc 
started in graded pipelines to clean out the paraffin 
which gathers on the side of the pipe as it flows to 
t'^a tanks. 


Clay marbles arc used also by the manufacturers 


of rubber, ink and salt, chemical and powder 
makers. 
They are used also in grinding the largo 


stones of the lithographer and by railway supply 
people. 
Puzzle box makers are also large buyers 


of marbles. 


The sizes of the clay marbles as made In tho 


United States vary from nine-sixteenths of an Inuh 
in diameter, which IH the small' "pill" the boys play 
with, to unc niciisurliift' six Inches In diameter, or 
about the si/.cj of a small cannon ball.

When used in labor disputes it has 
two chief'forms: (1) the simple boycott, where'the 
strikers and their friends stop dealing with the em- 
ployer directly concerned and try to Induce tho pub- 
lic not to patronize any unfair-shops; (2) the sec- 
ondary boycott, where they refuse to do business 
with anyone who continues to do business with tho 
employer concerned.

'facetious satire in tho world's history 
.has been grounded on the discomfiture 
and troubles In ono direction or another 
—mental, physical, financial or what not 
—of a fellow man." That is to. say, of 
course, counterfeit pain. Jf the audi- 
ence thought that the tall comedian really 
poked his finger Into the eye of the 
short, fat comedian, there would be pro- 
test instead of laughter. /We enjoy see- 
ing people protend they are being made 
to'suffer. It 
Is 
because Mr. Charles 


Chaplin 4ias mastered 
tho 
knack of 


crowding the maximum of pretended mis- 
hap and woo Into the minimum of time, 
that he Is drawing the largest salary 
ever paid a public entertainer. And, we 
might remark In passing, this may explain, 
the paucity of humor in that_ otherwise 
excellent journal, the Christian Science 
Monitor, though .to us this seems to bo 
carrying an excellent principle to an ex- 
treme point, if, Indeed, this be the prin- 
ciple Involved.

Someone must., 
be defeated If. we are to be diverted, and 
the fact that the" tragedies rank highest 
in dramatic literature goes to prove that 
when we are being entertained wo do not 
demand that virtue triumph. In tragedy, 
tho crash .Is more terrillc. hence our 
greater Interest in the play. It is so like- 
wise with the 'novel. Balzac, Dickens, 
Hugo, Tolatoy^—their pages-are crowded 
with, incidents of suffering. It is so. 
again, with poetry, the epic .overshadow- 
ing the gentle, contemplative lyric. To 
bring the Idea closer home. It is HO with 
tho daily paper, whose sales mount high 
when the headlines announce a great 
battle or holocaust. True, we enjoy the 
pleasant things—the ^ulet walk under 
tho stars^ the sunrise in the mountains, 
the perfumed 'breeze from 
the orange 


grove. But even In the realm of nature, 


we not find our keenest pleasure in 


the'sad monotone of tho sea or the sight 
of tragic stormclouds racing before the 
gale? .What Is .the answer .to this riddle, 
that the thing; which the human heart 
dreads most In its own life.Is the thing 
ipoirwhich'tho human brain most avidly 
feeds?' -A" strange--paradox,- truly, and 
one which wo may not .'unravel until we 
learn to see more clearly "what God and 
man are."—Los Angeles Graphic.

Into real effect, to the benefit of om- 
ployora and seamen alike, the new 
federal seamn's law, Scretary of Com- 
morco Redfield declared today. 


Under the law, ships cannot put to 


eea from an American port -without 
tho requisite ri'umber of registered sea- 
men. .Objections were inado to tho 
law because it was claimed it would 
•work a hardship on trading: veasel 
operators in that they could not read 
ily secure reffisterod, seamen In some 
ports, this difficulty tending to hold 
up their shipping". 
"Hero is a Rood Illustration of how 
tho seainon's law Is opera-tins." Socrn- 
tary Redfield said. "Wo received a 
few days ago a telegram from the 
captain of a schooner at Boothbay, 
Mnliio, Baying1 that he could not find 
the required 
number 
of registered 


seamen at tho port, and asking for 
permission to clear with -what help he 
could employ. 


".The port officials had rofusofl him 


clearance because ho did not have the 
required quota- of registered seaman. 
"Tho department immediately notl- 


. fled the port officials to make an in- 
vestigation, asked tho Department of 
Labor to notify 
through 
its repre- 
sentatives at Bath and other nearby 
ports any registered seamen there and 
send them to Boothbay, and gave as- 
surance to tho captain that the gov- 
ernment was looking- out for htm. 
"Within a remarkably short 'time fl. 


> sufficient 'number of able seamen to 
' man his vessel arrived at Boothbay, 


Idle men were given employment, and 
ho was able to sail with a competent 
crew." 


A similar caso was cited .at Jack- 


sonville. Fla. A steamboat captain ap- 
pealed to tho department .for permis- 
sion, to sail with unregistered sea- 
men.- Within a short tlmo tho Dcpart- 


, inent of Labor asents, by.co-operation 


with the 
Department of Commerce- 
placed at tilo disposal of the captain 
a sufficient crew of able seamen.' 
Frequently the 
department 
has 


found captains of vessels lacking in 
diligence in their efforts to live up to 
tho requirements of the law, and such 
captains are under the suspicious eyes 
of watchful agents of the department, 
the secretary saitl.

Roosevelt expressing his desire for 
harmony and suggesting' that Lodge 
might be a candidate acceptable to

was brought to tho hall by John W. 
McGrath, Colonel Roosevelt's secre- 
tary and personal representative In 
Chicago. 


The 
committee 
finally 
decided 


merely to lay this letter before the 
convention and let the delegates take 
action.

'of the convention. Senator Root read 
the committee's report and Roose- 
velt's letter. 


No one put Lodge in nomination. 


No one suggested any action on the 
letter nor on the committee's report. 
Hardlng'a 
announcement 
that the

was met with no objection. 


Tho call of the roll for the third 


ballot was about to begin when Sen- 
etor John W. Weeks of Massachu- 
e$tts, a favorite eon, who yesterday 
on the first two ballots commanded 
105 and 72 ballots, respectively, arose 
to announce his withdrawal, leaving 
to his delegates the choice of a suc- 
cessor in the voting. 


Representative Rodenburg of Illi- 
nois followed suit, under authority 
from Senator Sherman, withdrawing 
the Illinois senator's candidacy. The 
wildest sort of applause greeted theso 
withdrawals. The fact that Sherman 
had withdrawn had been noised about 
after midnight last night and this was 
really the starting" point of the allies' 
parade to get on the' Hughes band

Medill McCormick, who four years

phenism" when he said: / 


"Whether native or naturalized, of whatever race or creed, we 


have but one country and do not for an instant tolerate any divi- 
sion of allegiance."

Hughes made a plea for reunited Republicanism when he said: 
"I sincerely trust that all former enmities .may be forgotten 


and that we may have united effort in a patriotic realization of 
our national need and opportunity."

But 
in declaring for a defense "not only in numbers and equipment but 
•with all thoroughness," Hughes in the next sentence spoke for 
promotion of all "wise and practical measures for a just settlement 
of international disputes." 
He belittled fears of the danger of 


militarism, emphasized this country's lack of lust for territorial 
conquest and aggression, and condemned as inexcusable the "neg- 
lect that has been shown in this matter of first national import- 
ance—preparedness." 


Justice Hughes, through his secretary, announced tonight that 


his plans for campaign are not even in embryo. He expected to 
rest completely tomorrow, and beginning Monday to give his entire 
time and attention to the approaching campaign. 


Hughes expects to confer very soon, probably next week, with 


party leaders. 


Frank Hitchcock, repudiated as the Chicago manager of the 


Hughes boom, will be among the first to see Hughes. It has not 
even been decided whether the conference will be held in Washing- 
ton, although this semed most likely. 


It also was uncertain at this time whether Justice Hughes 


would swing around 'the circle. It was admitted he undoubtedly 
would get over and "let the folks see him," but it was said he would 
"adjust his campaign to meet the campaign of the enemy."

The town has' grown 


from a fishing: village of about a thou- 
sand people to a compact little • city 
of 5000 in the last throe or four 
jrears. There is not a single vacant 
jiouse or room in the town and many 
of the factors* • operatives are com- 
pelled to live In Antioch, several miles 
farther up the shore. The C. A. Hoop- 
er Co., of-which W. E. Creed is presi- 
dent, is tho owner of tho Plttsburg 
town site, together with several thou- 
sand acres of tho Los Medanos ftanch 
surrounding it, and has been largely 
instrumental in the movement to se- 
cure the services of Dr. Hegemann.

education brought me again to Oakland, 
for the little village by the boat landing 
on the Oakland creek had in that short 
time become the educational center of the 
Pacific Coast. .

- RESULT OF GENIUS.

At that 
time "Mrs. Blake's Female 


Seminary" -was occupying the J. Ross 
Brown residence on Seventh street ex- 
tending to .the marshy bank-of- the Oak- 
land r.reek, 
with its beautiful 
garden, 


roomy playground and fascinating mem- 
ories of its celebrated writer and news- 
paper correspondent owner. 


There was room for but twelve board- 


ers, and I fortunfltely secured admission 
as the twelfth and last pupil In tho orig- 
inal home of this institution. Day scholars 
from the prominent families.of Oakland 
filled to tlie limit school room accommo- 
dations. 


Miss Shattuck and Mrs. Huggins -were 


our resident teachers, .music ' and 'the 
languages being taught by. professors from 
San Francisco until in 1S63 a French 
teacher was added to our. family circle. 


Ail pupils .were expected- to.attend 


church in the First Congregational church 
on Broadway-.-.which had 
been- 'erected 


on a large sandy lot near where I had 
found my first golden popples seven years 
before. The Rev. George Jlooar was pas- 
tor. The front seats on one side the pul- 
pit were reserved for us, the boys frd'm 
the college occupying the'other side. Our 
teachers succeeded In engineering us Into 
our respective places five minutes before 
the ."services began, giving that much time 
for the suitable adjustment of our mental 
faculties for the.calm consideration of the 
"golden truths" of our beloved pastor. 
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from which It was our duty to gather 
"seed thoughts" for our afternoon review 
of the sermon, and, strange a.s it may 
appear, I assure, you, our prominent .po- 
sition, with the eyes of the entire con- 
gregation upon us, and this great mental 
responsibility, almost obliterated inatten- 
tion to the sermon. 


As.I recall, thtj "Rules of the Semin- 


ary" embodied the principle "Thou shalt 
not," and unless 
extenuating circum- 


stances "could he brought forward to Jus- 
tify, in a measure, disobedience, they 
were strictly enforced. 
'Occasionally we were permitted to spend 
a day in San Francisco by - securing a 
written request from our parents. A trip 
to Europe—before the war—would hardly 
arouse the enthusiasm we developed at 
that greatly desired.privilege, and surely 
could not—to the present.generation—fur- 
,nish the "heart thrills" we .experienced, 
when, chaperoned by the young" French 
teacher, six of Mrs. Blake's girls, as we 
were called,- returning on the last boat 
from San Francisco, the limit of our 
leave of absence drawing.near, got stuck 
on-a'mudbank In the fog not far from the 
Oakland landing and stuck there till the 
.tide released us several hours later. 
; 


As soon as we were able to realize 


death by drowning was not our.immediate 
destination, a brother of one of our num- 
ber who had loyally rushed to his sister's 
assistance in the fearful emergency, in- 
troduced some of his college chunfs, and 
we; • feeling a few more broken, rules 
might just.'as-well bo put in" for "good 
measure to our list of delinquencies, en- 
joyed .the' enforced delay .by, a pleasant 
social chat and such light refreshments 
as the boat provided intensely until the 
rising tide released-us and we found Sir. 
Blake patiently waiting at the landing 
to convey us to the safe shelter of the 
seminary, 
and in fear 
and trembling 


quietly crept to our respective rooms 
'dreading the fearful retribution justice 
would mete out to us.

building was erected on the west side of 
Broadway near the Congregational church 
with its beautiful oak-covered Krounds. 
And in 1SG4 the first graduating exercises 
of the seminary were held there. 


The school, which for years, had ac- 


complished its work in the, quiet home 
environment, now became tin Institution 
6f learning with a broader field of use- 
fulness and the results posterity alone can 
determine.

Do -you- remember the Jjoko Merritt of 


twenty' years ago? 
The lake itself is 


much the same—-but its surroundings— 
how they have .chansedl. Twelfth.'street 
itself used to be such a irlorloua mudhole 
on a. stormy day, the Twelfth-street dam 
.It ^os-called in those days. One dared 
not cross it on foot for' fear 'of sinking to 
the knees, and teams wore ruts in H a 
foot deep. 
On' the right-hand side the 


dam wag flanked by great cracked cakes 
of mud, on which a sparse growth of sea 
grass eked out a - precarious 
existence. 


Hero two tipsy-tilted roadhouses of a by- 
gone day were gradually sinking: put of 
sisht in the oozs. Above this marsh land 
ran a trestle, carrying the- Eleventh- 
street electric cars, just where our Audi- 
torium now stands. 


The car line on Twelfth street • itself 


was an ambling, slow-proinjj old horse 
car. People didn't hurry quite so fast in 
thoso chiys. Two old bcathouses on the 
opposite side of Twelfth street were Oak- 
land landmarks for years, "and behind 
them.- across the lake, was Adams Point 
and the hills—Piedmont, hills now, tout in 
those days they boasted.but a few out- 
lying farmhouses. 
. 
, 
We used to hear at that time about a 


boulevard that was to extend entirely 
around the lake—a fairy dream'that none 
of us expected to .see realized. 
Finally, 


'.however, we. did get a piece of a bou- 
levard—a Httlo section extending; from 
Twelfth street to where the carbarns are 
at present. (There it rested for years, but 
marie a very good place to learn to ride 
a bicycle, with no interruption of traffic, 
ttic. For those were the days when every 
one saw Oalilc nd from the seat of a 
safety bicycle, as we called them. 


THE OLD HOTEL.; . . 


At Fifth avenue in East Oakland/was 


the 'Tubbs hotel, well known by all east- 
ern visitors. We did not dream:then of 
the great Hotel 
Oakland, -which .now 


looms.up across the la-ke. 
Do you remember the old Tabernacle 


at 
Twelfth and • Webster.- streets-—that 
huge, ramshackle.'"wooden -building cov- 
ering a full block. It was there we heard 
all of the political meetings, the religious 
revivals, and where all our school .fixer- 
cises were carried on; The' idea" of the 
Auditorium had not yet entered-OUT con- 
sciousness. 
• 
' 


And jiist across the street.from the 


Tabernacle was the Grand Opera House, 
•where we-saw nil the best-plays before 
the Macdonough theater was built at 
Fourteenth and Broadway. You remem- 
ber this opera house afterwards became 
the People's and the De»vey, theater,' and 
finally ended in n skating rink when 
roller skating was revived. 


Diagonally across Webster street from 


the Tabernacle "was Corner's old shoo 
cobbler shop, where cronies of tho early 
days in Oakland were wont to congre- 
gate. Every old Oaklander remembers 
Mr. 
Corner, a 
pioneer" of Oakland's 


earliest days. 
Never did v vre have a 


patriotic parade or celebration that wfts 
riot led by Uncle Sam in the, tall, thin 
person of Corner. 
Most of the business section of Oak- 


land was below Twelfth street, and all 
of it below Fourteenth. 
Many of our 


present merchants were In business at 
that time. There was the small store of 
Taft & Pennoyer on Fourteenth and 
Broadway, where Morton's now stands— 
a small store compared to its present 
dimensions, but the leading dry poods 
store of the time. The. Oakland Post- 
office department occupied a small space 
In the middle of the Fourteenth street 
block between Kroadway and Washing- 


ton streets. 
Capwell's little store was 


just below Twelfth street on Wnshlnjr- 
ton, and Salinger's were big dry goods 
merchants cf the time. 
Hardy's book 


store still-occupies its.same position on 
liroadway, • near Ninth streetl 
It was 


here we always went for any book ot 
value, and for'all our school - books and 
supplies. 'Just beifw" Seventh street on 
Broadway was Peter Baker's grocery 
store, a store.that is long in the past. 
He was a pioneer grocer of "Oakland, and 
In those days his store was ' always a 
clubroom for congenial spirits .-who-even 
then felt the early days of Oakland's 
growth fast slipping away. 


We always depended on the Seventh- 
street local to. take us tho length of Oak- 
land from the ferries to Fruitvale. and 
we always rode free, which, of course, 
•eilded to Its attractions. 


THE OLD MARKET. 


The present Bacon block was occupied 


by produce markets, with a theater up- 
stairs. There was Schultz' 'delicatessen 
on Washington street and Fred Becker's 
market opposite. 
Just, along Twelfth 
street, near Clay, was Blake's dcminary, 
where Oakland's fashionable- youns ladles 
of a decado ago received their education. 


The Oakland High School was In the old • 
building which l.s now at Twelfth and 
Market streets, and all the district from 
Clay street to West Oakland constituted 
Oakland's fashionable residence section. 
Claremont, Horkridge and the Piedmont 
Hills were far in the country, where city 
dwellers sometimes owned farms. 
9 


Old .Blair park was the 
recreation 


grounds of-tho people, .with its gravity . 
car line and Piedmont mineral springs. 
Later Trestle 'Glen came Into its own, 
with Its double-decked cars. 
A cable 


line ran on San Pablo avenue as far as 
the turntable at Park street and the 
rocky, rugged country road lay beyond. 


As wo drive (throu^h the Oakland of 


today In our • uutomoniies it is hard to 
realize that so many changes have taken , 
place in but twenty years".

The Hotel OaKland of Years Ago; Old Grand Central, Later Destroyed 
, by Fire.

Oakland, twenty years ago! 
On Fourteenth'Street, north side, "wns a 


drugstore conducted by Garrett & Taff- 
gart, "which space Is now occupied by the 
First National Bank building:, nine stories 
coKtinp nearly one million dollars. 
On 


the northeast corner, which was a va- 
cant "lot, now stands the Central Bnnk 
bulldinR. 
On the southwest corner the 


Innd was bought by Delger from Broad- 
way to Washington street. Eelger was a 
shoemaker by trade, so the story soes, 
nnd a man had a pair of boots fixed "and 
when he called for them he did hot have 
money enough to pay for the same. He 
offered to pay with a one dollar Louis- 
iana lottery ticket which was accepted, 
and this ticket won. ?13,000. With this 
money he erected a building one story 
high and jn later years he sold a part of 
the property on "Washington street, and 
went to Bu'rope, borrowed money enough 
on small interest and erected a second- 
story. 
Mr. Gilmore was running a dry 
'• 


goods store In this building", in the storef ; 
room on the Fourteenth and Broadway-; 
side. L*iter; Gilmore sold out to Taft &! 
Ponnoycr, who occupied this store for 
many years after, building up a large 
business. Later Taft & Pennoyer erected 
the'.r own building1 at a cost of nearly a 
million dollars on the'corner of Fourteenth 
and Clay streets. To the east of Taft & 
Pennoyer's Immense- building' is the one 
million dollar building- of IT* O. Capwell 
Company, on the ground once occupied by 
a hotel building-. To the east of Cap- 
well's new building- was the old city hall. 
The prison occupied the basement of the 
building. . In 1S7T this building burned to 
the lower floor. Later &± two different j 
occasions since this satire building- was! 
burned down, "where now stands one of 
the finest municipal buildings In the Unit- 
ed States, towering skyward 365 feet to 
the top of the flagpole, with a clock In 
the tower -which can b'e seen for three- 
quarters of a- mile, but from the streets 
surrounding the municipal building thn 
dials cannot bo seen. 
To the north of 


the city hall was the fire engine house 
and city stabla, facing on Fifteenth street. 
Tho stable, one night between 12 and 1 
u. m.. caught tire in the harness rooms 
and flamw -want up the elevator ehaft 
to the second floor which was occupied 
by forty-nine head of fine horses, owned 
by prominent business men and which 
•were all cremated allvo. One block far- 
ther north oji San Pablo avenue there 
was a vacant lot which people "used to 
haul sand from. Several oak trees grew 
on this same lot The owner offered this 
property to Mr. Haste at the nominal 
sum of ?75 per lot. He refused to buy 
the property, but offered to cut down: 
the oak trees and buy them as firewood 
at $10 per cord. 


NOW VALUABLE. 


This prpperty now Is worth between 


$76,000 and ?1GO,000. On Broadway, east 
side, 
in the 
neighborhood 
of where 


Twelfth street now is> a man owned some 
land on which the title was not good, and 
which -would have cost him $500 to re- 
new, this land having corne under the 
old Spanisn grant which titles all had to 
be renewtd. He did not think It worth 
while to lenew it at t^iat time/ but at the 
present tiros the property Is worth mil- 
lions of dollars. 


A girl who worked for ^!r. Hillegass as 


a cook at hla homo In Berkeley for $35 
per month war advised to buy a lot on 
the southwest corner of what is now Thir- 
teenth street and Broadway, which she 
did, paying $550. Later she married, a 
farmer by the name of Canning:. They sold- 
the" farm and erected a building on this 
corner. Canning and his wife later took a 
trip to Europe and, upon their return his 
friends went to First and BVoadway to 
meet them aud by seeing his friends gath- 
ered at the depot awaiting1 him h« in the 
excitement forgot his hand baggage and 
went back into the train to1 recover tho 
same. The train having started while ha 
was aboard, ho tried to slight and feU, 
breaking his hip, from th& effects 
of 


•whlcn he died. 


Later hla widow sold the block at Thir- 


teenth and Broadway for $325,000. 
She 


erectea with a part of this money the St. 
Francis De Sales church at Grove and 
Twenty-first streets to Hobart street and 


also the Provldenco hospital at Twenty- 
sixth and Broadway, and until a few 
years ago you might see Sirs. Canning as 
n. familiar figure oh the streets of Oak- 
land 
In the 
family carriage drawn 


by two black horses and driven by - a 
coachman. 
The block between. Fourth 


and Fifth between Broadway nnd Wash- 
ington streets which is now occupied by 
the county court house, was sold to the 
city of Oakland for 5500. The man who 
owned it had It planted .In cabbage, which 
he afterward sold at one dollar per head. 


Not forgetting old Barnum. whose res- 


taurant now stands 'on Seventh and 
Broadway. Barnum and a mechanic were 
looking about the building regarding some 
repair 
work. 'They went put on the 


veranda, lookinc down toward the side 
of the building. 
The veranda railing 


broke and both men fell to the street, tho 
fall killing' Barnum. The other man was! 
badly injured. 
Down near Lake Mcr-.| 


ritt on'Twelfth street was a little French j 
restaurant nnd rondhousc on the dam,: 
and south of this was all water and tules,- 
whlch was not worth the snap of/ ona's 
finger. The city has filled In this marsh 
and elected thereon a 53,000,000 audito- 
rium. 
In East Oakland, on 
Twelfth 


street, what Is now Clinton, was a hotel 
called Tubbs*. hotel, a family hotel. A 
little horse car ran from Broadway to 
this hotel called Tubbs' hotel car; The 
cooks, waiters, butlers, In fact, all of the 
help, were Chinese. "While working they 
twisted their queues around their heads 
and .while dressed up and on leave the 
queues .Jhung almost to the ground. One 
night tills hotel caught fire and burned 
to.the ground." 
, 


ANOTHER HOTEL, . 


On Twelfth street near Harrison.street 


was the Central hotel, also a family ho- 
tel, which was also burned down. Also 
the Kelsey house, a family hotel, located 
at Twenty-fourth street west of Telegraph 
avenue about 200 feet. Tho Kelsey Sta- 
ble Is'still standing and is Miss Graham's 
Riding academy. The 
Metropolis hotel 


and Crellln and others still stand; they 
being built twenty years ago. The St. 
Mark hotel wag erected by tho widow of 
Mr. MarKs, who used to keep a glazier's 
shop on Eighth and Franklin streets. 


The OAKLAND TRIBUNE once occu- 


pied the building on the southwest cor- 
ne'r of Eighth and Franklin streets just 
off the corner of Eighth street, having a 
small press and running a four-page 
paper. -

Twenty years ago wero a^-miinber 


of prominent doctors, among whom was' 
Dr. Samuel Merritt of Thirteenth ' and 
Jackson. Dr. Merritt came here around 
Cape Horn In early1 days along with Mr. 
and Mrs. Dr. Hathaway, who now re- 
side at 2427 Channlnff way, Berkeley. Dr. 
Merritt left his fortune to he used for 
th*e erection of the Merritt hospital and 
also tho maintenance of the same. He 
also ruled that persons without means 
should be taken Into this hospital and 
given 
necessary caro and -treatment 


Other prominent doctors were Dr. Self- 
ridge, Dr. Llliencrantz, Dr. Adams and Dr. 
Crowley. Dr. Crowley was a well-known 
charaeter-jjn Oakland and could bo dis- 
tinguished by 
the team of chestnut 


brown horses with their white manes and 
tails which he drove, while calling on his 
patients. 
Dr. Hubert Rowell,

OLD CAR LINES. 


There was a horse car ran op Four- 


teenth street west'to Sixteenth street de- 
pot. This car was owned by Blair. Ono 
horse car ran from Seventh street and 
Broadway, where they had a turntable, 
to Emeryville, by way of San Pablo ave- 


i. The old Tubba' hotel -car1 ran from 


Twelfth-and Broadway to the Tubba ho- 
tel which was at Twelfth and about what 
is Eighth avenue now. 
-Also a two- 


horse- car ran from Seventh and Broadway 
lo .Temescai, thw fare on -this car being 
30 cents and connecting with a car run- 
ning' to Berkeley, the fare of which was 
10 cents. Therefore It cost 20 cents to 
ride from Oakland to Berkeley. The for- 
mer cars ran every fifteen minutes, the. 
Berkeley 
cars every 30 minutes. 
The 


horses drawing these cars were dilapi- 
dated-looking creatures, and the passen- 
gers had to replace the car on the track 
sometimes two or three times a trip. The 
horses were later-replaced by dinky en- 
gines which showed the speed all right, 
but occasionally ran 
Into 
Strawberry

ronized on Sundays.

Broadway, west tu Clay'street, down to 
Eighth street, Eighth . street to Washing- 
ton, north on Washington to Fourteenth 
street, Fourteenth street to Broadway, 
Broadway to Twenty-fourth street, Twen- 
ty-fourth street to Oakland avenue, Oak- 
land avenue to Vernal street, from there 
to Moraga Valley road, at which was the 
end of the cable. The car ran down the 
Moraga. Valley _road two blocks, then 
through the field's and. back to Oakland 
avenue, where the car got. back to the 
rope again, thence back to' Oakland. The 
cable for this line weighed 
thirty-four 


tons and took fifty-eight horses to pull it 
up to the top of the hill. The- building 
of the road cost one and one-quarter 
millions of dollars. The road did not pay 
tho running expenses and a few years 
later stopped running. 


At this time there were not more than 


a dozen houses from Twenty-fourth street 
and Oakland avenue to the Springs, but 
at. the present it Is thickly settled with 
people, among whom aro thirty-two mil- 
lionaires.

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MAYOR'S PROPOSED VACATION 
MAKES SUPERVISORS CORDIAL 


PREMIER PIANISTS HAS A RENO 
DECREE; ELIGIBLE TO SOCIETY 


FRANCISCO,. June 10.— 


The Board of Supervisors have 
taken the back track on two 
matters. One was the tax' 
levy, and the othter was the 
municipal railway across Gold- 
en Gate Park. Though as to 
the first mentioned it may be 
said that .as far as the board's 
committee could do it, that 
was recommended at first 
which has at last been tenta- 


tively agreed to. The mayor sat in with the effort, 
to enlarge the budget recommended by the finance 
committee. He found that a majority of the- super- 
visors were not averse to a mutual ax-grinding ' 
tournament, and so the budget was ripped up and 
the proposal framed to add some $340,000 to the tax 
burden that had already beeirincreased a quarter of . 
n million over last year. It is a curious fact that this 
onslaught should have been tentatively sanctioned 
by the mayor, but resisted by Supervisors Gallagher 
and Nolan-to the extent of walking o'ut of the board 
room .in dudgeon. Gallagher and Nolan safeguard- 
ing the treasury against Mayor Rolph is one of the 
most striking situations that has manifested itsalf 
in this municipal administration. But the force of 
public opinion made itself felt; for almost' immedi- 
ately the paring process was.'begun,-and now tho 
budget is but slightly in excess of the committee's 
recommendation. But it required the strong will of 
Supervisor Power and the finesse'of Supervisor 
Wolfe to fix things up so. that there would be no 
sores vas a result.. The mayor even congratulated 
the supervisors on their gentlemanly "fight." Which 
may be a straw- indicating an ameliorated situation 
between the mayor and Supervisor Power. They have 
not been cordial at all. But now as the mayor con- 
templates a South American trip in July, and Power 
as chairman of the finance committee will be act- 
ing mayor,' it is possible this occasion was seized on 
to signalize an armistice.

Notable Acquaintance 


It has been' quite generally nbticed that Jerry 


Lynch was prompt to get on record as a witness to 
the greatness of General Kitchener. We have Jer- 


• ry's own word for it (and his word is, good) that he 


frequently conversed' with Kitchener in Egypt in 
1913. 
Several important characteristics of the 


great soldier are given,'such as that he walked spry, 
took a b. and s. after dinner, liked a good cigar, was 
impatient-of small talk and was a 'character, much 
misunderstood. The "characteristic that attracts 
the most attention, however, is that he spoke such 
correct Arabic. Mr. Lynch herein discloses ;that,-in 
addition to other accomplishments, he is a linguist 


• : of-unusual attainments, for he "testifies that General 


Kitchener "spoke the purest Arabian" kever heard." 
Unfortunately, there is no gauge to determine just ; 
the degree of purity that is. We know definitely 
that Mr. Lynch has -established claims to author- / 
ship. He wrote "A. Senator of the Fifties," which 
amounted to a story around the life of Senator 
Broderick; also "Egyptian Sketches." 
And he is 


entitled .to some consideration as an importer of 
corpses, having brought all the way from Egypt a 
mummy, which was displayed in a sort of perpetual 
wake at the Bohemian Club as a grim,- though not 
very fresh reminder of the state we all are to reach 
at last; but we had not before had occasion to "know 


; that he was Orientally attuned as to ' languages; 


that he was so versed in Arabic that he could de- 
tect when it was spoken in its pristine purity, with- ~ 
out error or accent.

San Francisco's Wooden DocRs 


The burning of the Oriental dock has not only 


attracted much attention to the flimsy character of 


( San Francisco's wharves, but has also brought for- 
-' ward again the question of waterfront control which 


recurs whenever anything unusual happens in that 
connection. There is not any direct connection, per- 
haps, between' the fire and' San Francisco's desire to 
control her waterfront for commercial purposes ex- 


. clusiyely, and not as a political incubator. Were the 
wharves under city control there would still exist 
the danger of fire; but there would also be likelihood 
of a better realization of the necessity of- perma- 
nent improvement than under the unsympathetic 
political control that prevails. We have a long array 
of wooden wharves, any of which is likely to burn 
down at any time, together- with the goods stored 
there in transit. These wharves have in large part 
been built recently, and while there is no discount- 
ing the importance of this port and its ultimate 
commercial destiny, it is the truth that just at this 
time the do.cks are not overworked. If half as many 
had^been built of durable material, and the improve- 
ment gradually completed on these lines, it would 
have been a better arrangement. 
Fortunately fires 


have been few along our wharves, but the readiness 
with which this one totally destroyed a fine dock, 
and the awful Hoboken catastrophe of a few years 
ago, illustrate what can happen as not by any means 
a remote contingency. It is hoped by a consider- 
able number of business men that events will take a 
political shape this fall that will make it possible in 
the not distant future to switch the control of the 
waterfront to 'where it belongs. How such effort 
was defeated by the present State administration, 
and how impossible it would be while those now In 
power remain, is well understood. 
Some Noted Absences 


Observers of the political activities take account 


of the absence this year from the Progressive con- 
vocation of a number of those who were very much 


' in evidence in the proceedings four years ago. Some 


of these have frankly gone back to the party whence 
they so futilely deserted. Others have subsided 


• completely, and are but a reminiscence. Of the for-, 
mer, the McCormicks, with their Chicago Tribune, 
occur to mind the most readily, and of the latter 
Senator Beveridge figured large. Gifford Pinchot 
was the stormy petrel of the movement. The malig- 
nance with which Taft was assailed was generated 
largely by him. He was once or twice in San Fran- 
cisco during the campaign, speaking here. Gifford is 
taking small part in this campaign, and has evinced 


a modified interest. Indeed, it is believed -that 
T. R., of whsse tennis cabinet he was a shining 
member, is indifferent to his fascinations now. Any- 
how, .Gifford manifested definite disgust when T. R. 
failed to keep up his enmity to Boise Penrose-and 
even made conciliatory advances toward him, 30 
that it was reported at one time that Boise was 
about to come out for T. R. * Since the last campaign 
Gifford has inherited two great fortunes • through 
the death of members of the inordinately rich Eno 
family, and besides, has married. And besides that, 
he has become a father, and it is reported in the - 
gossipy New York papers thst he is so much inter- 
ested in his young son that he has found it almost 
possible to let the country save itself this tune. 
Stars to Shine 


Mrs. J. B.' Casserly, who is exerting herself to 


make the Philharmonic Orchestra' a success, was 
one of the Cudahys of Chicago, and of course shares 
in the great fortune of that family. :Also she shares 
in the Cudahy business talent. Slip has not taken 
up the orchestra merely as a. fad. She has interest- 
ed herself because of her innate love of music. She 
is a musician of no mean ability herself; but 
she is not satisfied to merely guarantee the bills. 
She understands that the best possible proof of tho 
excellence of the enterprise will be its success finan- 
cially," and has bent her energies to make it so. For 
that reason the concerts are to be popular as to ad- 
mission price, but not cheap as to'-performance. 
There will be no favorite sections of the auditorium 
reserved for social lights. The prospectus is out, 
and the first .program is of a class that should com- 
mend itself to music-lovers in general. 
Ruef and Keahe 


• On the 1st of June Abe Ruef obtained a decree, 
confirming to the Commercial Centre Realty Com- 
pany title to seventeen parcels of real estate, under 
the Mclnerney Act. The record had been destroyed 
in the great fire of 1908. Huef now owns through 
this holding company unencumbered real property 
worth at least one and one-quarter million dollars. 
Which fact is taken account of by friends of George 
Keane and others having knowledge of the great 
service rendered Ruef by that young attorney, and 
of the repudiation .now of financial responsibility 
for such services. Ruef was indicted in November, 
1906. From that time until ho was released on 
parole from San Quentin, August 21, 1915, a. period 
of nearly nine years, he saw more legal trouble than' 
perhaps ever befell another man. He_was subjected 
to one hundred and fifty indictments, and tried five 
times, Besides having' to defend himself against in- 
numerable civil suits, one involving $200,000; he. 
was kept in jail almost two years before being sent 
to San Quentin, where he was immured four and 
one-half years.- During all of this time not only 
were prodigious labors necessary in direct trials, 
but appeals were being taken, and efforts variously 
in his behalf were constantly, going on. At one 
time bail in the sum of $1,600,000 was raised, and 
the'petition upon:which he was granted parole con- 
tained 50,000 names, the getting and legal handling 
of which was a.monumental achievement in itself. 
George Keane was at the back of .all these efforts. 
Not only that, but ho conserved the property inter- 
ests of Ruef, so that when Ruef arrived from across 
the bay a free man he found his very considerable 
affairs practically intact. Attorneys knowing the 
case declare that Keane's course was the finest in- 
stance of loyalty that is of record in the history of 
the San Francisco bar. Keane had no definite agree- 
ment with Ruef, but his long term of service was 
requested and obligation acknowledged several times 
over. He seems to have had no thought but for hia 
client and former associate; no question as to his 
'own recompense. .But now that the client has 
emerged from the cataclysmic troubles obligation 
for service's rendered is denied and payment of any 
sum is refused. For three months client and attor- 
ney have not had anything in common. The break 
came when Keane made application for a sum less, 
than $1000 on account. And now a suit at law is 
about to be commenced, which is likely to be sensa- 
tional as serving to recall many of • tho exciting inci- 
dents of the troubles of ten years ago. It is under- 
stood that Keane feels that he would not be overi 
compensated were he to receive §25,000. The con- 
census of attorneys would double that sum. Ruef s 
trial attorneys got a good deal more than that out of 
him; but they did not trust id his sense of generos- 
ity. At critical stages—for instance, just before 
time for an appeal was about to expire—they would 
make demands that it was found advisable to meet. 
Another QuirR in the Law 


Another strange/quirk of the California liability 


law was developed during the past week. A Cali- 
fornia firm had taken a contract to erect buildings 
in Oklahoma. The firm contemplated sending some 
California mechanics to work on the job. The me- 
chanics are insured under the laws'of this State 
against liability for injury, but the employers were 
in doubt as to the status when men so insured went 
to work qutsid'e the State. An inquiry wns sent the 
Industrial Accident Commission, The reply was as 
follows: "This commission holds that where the 
contract of hire is made in this State, and the em- 
ployer is authorized to do business in this State, in- 
juries to such employes are compensable under the 
laws, of this State, irrespective of whore the injury 
takes place." This inspires further discussion of the 
compensation law, which soon is lost in a maze. The 
status of the employer in a hypothetical case with 
the conditions reversed furnishes a good subject fo-( 
argument. 
Supposing an employer brought mn- 


chanics into California from a State where there was 
no accident compensatfon law. The attorneys cite 
a decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States in which it is hold that non-residents may 
not dp business in a.State at greater advantage than 
a resident. In. which cane the man wh_o comes here 
is held Tsy the laws of California, and the man who 
goes from here is also held by the laws of California. 
The compensation law thus gets them going and 
coming.

City to Be Industrially Surveyed 


The latest fad is the "survey." There is still under, 


way a survey of 'tho schools of this city, and there 
are to be similar surveys of schpols in other cities. 
One is favored, or talked of, in Oakland. There qro 
also other surveys—of private enterprises as well as 


public. A survey is an examination of an industry, 
departmejit or institution which does not teem to b,: 
going, with the best possible results, or which, though 
going with the best possible results, or which, though 
ing still better. The surveyor generally comes from 
far off, thus .having a perspective that those close 
up are supposed not to possess, and who has ac- 
quired a reputation as an expert. The Chamber of 
Commerce has engaged a New York man to come . 
here and tell us how we are getting along and 
wherein we can do better. The basis for this aotion 
is apparently a feeling1 that we are shy of industries. 
Probably the expert will make that discovery tho 
very first thing. If he shall be able to show us ex- 
actly what to do about it he will earn his money. But , 
there Is considerable danger that whatever he. re- 
ports, will-not-impress us to the extent of being re- 
ligiously- followed., Just before the great fire an un- 
doubted expert was engaged at a mighty compensa- 
tion to show us how to recast the city as to streets 
and centers. The recommendations were good, but 
not tho slightest attention wr.n ever paid to thprn. 
And this, though some considerable recasting was 
done as to a civic center, and vast sums expended 
which would have gone a considerable way' in the 
direction that the great expert pointed. 
Difference in Party Enthusiasm 


The. Republican managers were greatly put to, 


when, transportation matters connected with the 
delegation's trip to Chicago were being - arranged, 
. to provide for all who made application to go. They 
increased the size of the train by adding- cars until 
tho railway officials balked, and then they had to 
leave out some who felt that they hnd a right to go' 
with the elect. There is some contrast between -that 
situation and the one that appeared'to exist with .re- 
gard to the Democratic hegira of last Friday. From 
the fact that an advertisement appeared, remind- 
ing the general public when this train was to leave, 
and where to apply for .tickets, it is reasonable to 
assume that the managers were not swamped .with 
applications. And the announcement, "All Demp- 
crat.s and their friends are invited to accompany this 
train," was naive and disingenuous. It afforded op- 
portunity for bantering. The Democratic strength 
in California' was thus measured by a train load, 
and one josher went so far as to venture the opin- 
ion that it could not'have been a very crowded train, 
either. The progress across the country, according 
to such meagre accounts as came back, was very 
.subdued, in striking contrast to the ebullience that' 
"characterized the Republican hosts on. their way. 
The Duplicate Wests 
' 
There are two Wests, both attorneys. They have 


offices in this city but commute to the other side. 
Oh the way over they often encounter each other and 
compare notes. For quite a while they worked hard 
to discover a common ancestry, but latterly they 
find another subject in common besides a name. One 
of them aspires to political preferment, and has an- 
nounced'his ambition, which is toward the national 
capital in a congressional capacity. The other may 
have ambitions, but has not announced them as yet. 
When it appeared.in print, however, that T. C. West 
had announced himself for • Congress, congratula- 
tions poured in upon J. J. .West. He was slapped-on 
the back and no end of support was .promised .him. 
In discussing- the situation in all its bearings they 
•finally came to^an agreement that honors and.respon-; 
sibilities should be divided up. The only way they 
could.rigree on an equitable division was 'for one to 


. "take the office and assume the honors, and for tha. 


other to assume? the responsibilities. It is not often', 
that such .things are so simply and amicably ad- 
justed. 
Monument to Chief Sullivan 


Money is'being*collected for the purpose of erect- 


ing a monument to the'memory of Dennis T. Sul- 
livan* late chief of the Fire Department. It will be 
remembered that >he first shake of that eventful 
catastrophe toppled one of the chimneys of the Cali- 
fornia Hotel, in Bush street, over upon the'engine 
house adjoining, in the upper story of which Chief 
Sullivan resided, crashing through the roof upon 
the bed on which the chief was asleep, killing him 
instantly. Thus at the very outset the man who 
was so vitally necessary in the city's stress was the 
catastrophe's first victim. It is believed that had 
Sullivan been spared the awful aftermath would 
have been mitipated in large degree. He had a 
genius for fire-fiffhtingr. He had studied the situa- 
tion, the city's liability to conflagrations, the con- 
tingency of .earthquake. He had, in a report ren- 
dered previously, called attention to a number o_f pos- 
sibilities, and dwelt particularly on water facilities. 
He recommended the construction of municipal cis- 
terns, to meet the contingency of interrupted flow 
throush mains—a recommendation that was adopted 
after the fire. He had studied the problem of tear- 
ing down and blowing up building's in the path of a 
conflagration to stop its rush. The great fire of 
Baltimore had occurred but a'short time before, and 
he had made a special trip to" study it and learn the 
particulars and incidents of the firemen's efforts. 
The unexpected transfer of the burden of responsi- 
bility to other shoulders crippled the fire depart- 
ment to an extent that it is difficult to estimate. 
The sum of §18,000 has been gathered for a fitting 
monument to this man.. It will probably be erected 
in the civic center. 
Prizes of $250, $150 and S100 


are to be offered for designs. 
Of Interest to Employers 


A recent decision of the Supreme Court, estab- 


lishing a far-reaching principle of the employers' 
liability law, is causing much discussion. James 
Mason was a watchman for the Western Metal Sup- . 
ply Company of San Diego. He was employed in 
the same ^capacity by five other firms. The West- 
ern Metal Supply Company paid him $80 a month, 
and his total compensation from all of his employ- 
ers was $116 per month. One night Mason encoun- 
tered a burglar on the premises of the supply com- 
pany and was shot dead. His widow applied to the 
Industrial Accident Commission for compensation, 
which awarded her three times the average annual 
earnings of deceased, amounting to a lump sum oij 
§4176, and assessing the entire amount upon the 
firm upon whose premises he had been found dead. 
The other five employers get off without paying a 
cent. From this award appeal was taken to the Su- 


preme Court. The court affirmed the commission's 
action by a four-lo-three decision. Tho opinion was 
written by Justice Sloss, end a long concurring- opin- 


- ion was written by Chief Justice Angelotti. A very 
strong dissenting opinion was written by Juirtiee 
Henshaw, which wns concurred in by Justices Lori- 
gan and Jlelvin. Tho lay effects have been unusual. 
Many firms employ private watchmen, who are also 
employed by many others. AK soon as this deeUion 


. became known many who had participated in such 
arrangement immodmtoly discontinued it. Many 


• others, seeing how such a far-reschiny law would 


^york, took other precautions as to other persons 
casually employed, often straining a point and doing 
r.way with service tliat they had long employed, and 
taking their chance as to consequences rather than 
tnke their chance with tho compensation lav/. 
The Bashing Tina Lerser

Western Pacific Feeders 


The reorganizes of-the Western. Pacific Railroad 


have reincbrporated the company for seventy-five 
millions, and announce a purpose to buy or build 
feeders, specifying them as follows: ' Niles to Los 
Gatos, Lathrop to Porterville, Lodi to Isleton, Stock- 
ton to Byron, Sacramento to Newcastle, Ilawley to 
Boca, Carbona to Tesla—in all 334 miles, briAsring 
the total of the line up to 1260 miles. But nothing 
is said about the Ocean Shore, option on which was 
taken in February, it was understood at the time, 
for the Western Pacific, and allowed to lapse. It is 
now thought that the prospective purchasers of 
Ocean Shore may not have been the Western Pacific 


. reorganizers. For this property is still gaping, for 
a purchaser; and it is..believed it may-be Md for .. 
something less than .the . option price that was 
agreed upon in February. That was stated to have 
been two millions, or S47.GO per share. Some of those'' . 
interested in the negotiations say the cause of:the- 
sale falling through was> a realization by the prmci- / 
pals'that the property had been on the market at-a ' 
price much lower than the one agreed upon. They 
say there was such a great hurrah and so'much de/ 
rision when the option was announced, and so man^r 
'explanations that the price was ridiculeusly hiffh-<— 
that the road could have been bought at purchaser's 
offer—that it amounted to anx-effective knock. The 
reorganizers of the Western Pacific had declared 
their intent all along- to reincorporate in a State 
where there was no stockholders' liability laws and 
it was a considerable surprise when they •raincor- 
porated under the laws of California, which has the 
most drastic laws of any State. Bondholders who 
are to exchange their securities for stock are not 
too well pleased. The articles of incorporaftoij have 
been filed with the County Clerk, but not with the 
Secretary of State. Probably they will not be filed 
there until the sale is confirmed, as should another 
bidder come in and secure the property the incor- 
poration papers would not be valuable to the per- 
sons who have drawn them. As it will cost to fjle 
the papers at the state capital the sum of $37,000, 
this is an important point.

He was very palpably imbued wi£h the belief 
that great events impend, "and that they involve 
gigantic efforts of the Russian farces; It will bs 
remembered that, tho Russians have boan Quie- 
scent for some months. The diplomat's explana- 
tion is 'thnt they have been Retting ready-, and nre 
now recruited away up in the millions and fully 
equipped.

HUGHES AND FAIRBANKS. 


The standard bearer of the Republican party 


for 1916 has been selected by the people. There 
has never been in the history of the United States 
so striking an example of the office seeking the 
"man. 


• Justice Hughes became the unanimous choice 
of the Chicago convention because the delegates, 
Tvhen they assembled, learned from each other 
that there was an overwhelming demand through- 
oat the country for the New Yorker. 


It was a situation with which the delegates 


could not trifle or deal with uncertainty. That 
Hughes was to be the nominee was apparent be- 
fore the convention assembled. ' The first ballot 
was governed by the pledges of-the delegates and 
the instructions they had been given in the'State 
primaries. The second ballot showed very little 
change .from the first which was due to the un- 
derstanding among the delegates that they would 
let Friday night go by without a selection in the 
hope of bringing about harmony with the Pro- 
gressive faction. Efforts to make an amicable 
agreement with the radical followers of Roosevelt 
and Johnson proved fruitless. Upon the first 
ballot after reconvening . yesterday 
morning, 


Hughes was nominated unanimously. As above 
explained, he was the unanimous choice of the 
convention from the beginning, but his selection 
was delayed in order to deal first with formal 
and local exigencies. 


The call for Justice Hughes came direct from 


the people and in a voice so certain and positive 
that it could not be disregarded. The older po- 
litical leaders did not greatly desire the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Hughes. They had in mind several 
other candidates of acknowledged presidential 
timber, any one of whom they would have-pre- 
ferred to have" seen -honored. The Progressive 
element of the Republican party were not strongly 
attached to Mr. Hughes. The Progressive party 
leaders-were openly opposed to the Justice. Their 
leader and idol, Colonel Roosevelt, at the last mo- 
ment endeavored to have substituted his personal 
friend, Senator Lodge. Governor Johnson of Cali- 
fornia, perhaps the second most influential leader 
in the former Progressive party, publicly assailed 
Mr. Hughes with sneers and coarse phrases. 


But the delegates who had received their orders 


direct from the people were for Hughes, because 
they dared .not be for any one else so long as Mr. 
Hughes had a chance of being nominated. The 
direct primary States were in the lead in starting 
the landslide on the third ballot. California, Ore- 
gon, Arizona, Massachusetts, Illinois, ''Nebraska, 
Kentucky and Missouri voted as the people wanted 
them to vote and other states were quick to fall 
in line. 


We believe confidently that Mr. Hughes will be 


elected in Novemb.er. He has qualified for the 
Presidency by education, training and public em- 
ployment. His public record is clear. Nothing 
can be truthfully said against his fitness for the 
office. 


Whether or not the few Progressive leaders, 


who put up fitful and spasmodic efforts at Chi- 
cago to maintain their courage and hope, insist 
upon organizing themselves in opposition to the 
Republican ticket, the rank and file of the Pro- 
gressive party of 1912 will not follow them. The 
former Progressive electorate Ls now Republican. 
Registration in all the states show that only a 
remnant of the presidential Progressive vote of 
four years ago remains. The men and women 
who followed the Bull Moose banner of 1912 are 
now enrolled as Republicans. They can find no 


serious attention of the Washington government, 
to the effect that Mr. Wilson's public 'record dur- 
ing the last two years is the thing that renders 
him objectionable. 


•Curiously enough, both groups of belligerents 


have the same complaint; they accuse Mr. Wilson 
of unneutrality: This is an unfortunate situation 
for the administration, in view of the motives, dis- 
closed by the unsolicited advice of Mr. Bryan, for 
interjecting "peace" talk. It is perhaps more un- 
fortunate that the national conventions now aro 
being held and the campaign for the presidency 
has opened. It gives substantial basis for the 
charge of the European governments that the 
President was aiming to make political capital 
out of their quarrels. 


The battle of Verdun on its 113th day is as 


violent as ever and appears yet to be far from a 
decisive termination. The Central Powers are 
extending their activities on the Italian and 
Grecian fronts and in Turkey. 
Russia has 


launched a new offensive all along the Galician 
and Polish frontier, in which she is employing 
over 1,000,000 men. The French and English in 
northern France are preparing for a new and 
determined offensive movement. The North Sea 
naval battle and the death of Lord Kitchener and 
his staff have- served to create <a new wave of 
national feeling in Great Britain, and the talk of 
revenge is popular. 


These movements are not peace movements. A 


few days ago Herr Von Bethmann-Hollweg, Im- 
perial German Chancellor, made an important ex- 
planation of the indefinite peace terms mentioned 
by him two months ago. Ho declared that the basis 
for peace negotiations must be the present war 
map. In other words, settlement of the questions 
of territory and governmental rights must be 
predicated upon the present alignment of the 
German armies. The allies are not yet ready to 
consider such a proposal. There.is little pros- 
pect that the German government will voluntar- 
ily" modify its position, or that'the allies will be 
brought to a condition of, mind in which they 
would be ready to consider the position a rea- 
sonable one.

In view of the action of the Republican con- 


vention at Chicago in including in its platform a 
plank urging adequate preparedness, the'refer- 
endum of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, the result of which has just become 
known, is of peculiar interest. There can be no 
mistake as to the exact stand of the business 
men of the country on the general question of 
preparedness, and also as what their views are 
for an adequate army and a largely increased, 
navy, a thorough-going industrial preparedness; 
and a basis upon which all these features must 
rest—universal military training.

gasoline price situation will 'think back' 
a few years they. Trill discover, perhaps 
to their great surprise, that there Is far

--lens cause for worry than "may appear at 
first glance," said R H. Collins, general 
sales manager of the Bulck Motor Com- 
pany, while In San Francisco last week. 


. Continuing, Collins said: 
"It was only 


six or seven years ago that motor cars 
similar In carrying, capacity to those of 
the present day sold for just about twice 
the price* that now prevails, and it will be 
further remembered that the motor-car 
purchaser of those days, despite the fact 
that ho paid double the present prices, 
did noC enjoy the advantages that are 
covered In the short but very significant 
phrase found nowadays lu all automobile 
advertisements, 
namely, , 'completely 
equipped.' 
In those days the purchaser 


. of a motor car had only started to spend 
his money when he paid over the pur- 
. chase price of his car. First of all, he 
had to buy a top, because the manufac- 
turers were unable to include, that neces- 
sary pan ofthe car as stock equipment. 
BO tremendously . high were manufactur- 
ing coats. Then he had to pay extra for 
a windshield, "or ''glass front,' as It -was 
called, in those days. Lighting- material 
and equipment also came extra, as did 
tire, holders, horns, license brackets. 
Electric seH-starters were undreamed of, 
and tires, which cost nearly twice what 
they do now, would give more than half 
the mileage of present-day tlrea. A mile- 
ace "guarantee on tires was unheard of; 
now- a guarantee of 5000 miles Is a com- 
mon thing In the trade, with rebates and 
adjustments for the user if the tires fall 
LO give their guaranteed mllaflg-e. 


"Think, for a moment, of the tre- 


mendous Improvements that have been 
made in motor cars. There is not a unit 
In the thousands which enter Into ths 
makeup 'o? present-day cars -which Isn't a 
vast Improvement over Its counterpart of 
a few years .back. Motoring is an un- 
alloyed pleasure nowadays, whereas it 
was a pleasure diluted with no small 
amount of mental and physical strain 
and stress In the'not very distant past. 
Tet, In spite of all the" Improvements 
which have added greatly to the comfort 
and pleasure 'of the user, the cost of 
automobiles has steadily descended, and 
that Includes both the first cost and the 
upkeep cost, A better car for less money 
has - been the constant slogan of the 
makers, and that this ideal has been 
realized none will deny. 


"While we must view with alarm the 


sudden rise In tlie price of gasoline, we 
must not overlook the fact that the up- 
to-date motor of correct design will carry 
Its owner and a full load about twice as 
far as tho came sized car would a few 
years ego, on the same'amount of gaso- 
line. And it naturally follows that while 
we may view with apprehension the con- 
tinued rise in the cost of gasoline, the 
fact remains that tlie cost of the actual 
mileage'obtained Is about the same as 
when gasoline was one-half Its pres- 
ent price. 
Further, we do not believe 


that thb producers of gasoline have any 
Idea of pfrmlttias the price of this high- 
ly demanded product to become prohibi- 
tive.

they must necessarily have In order to 
make their elaborate facilities for pro- 
ducing gasoline a paying Investment, and 
It Is my personal opinion that olj pro- 
ducers have no intention of permitting

Likewise, if you mesh too closely the 
twp bevel gears, a disagreeable noise 
will result. After two gears of this type 
have been run a considerable' length of 
time-It la not advisable to attempt to ad- 
just them too closely. They wear them- 
selves In such a manner that If meshed 
too closely together they will ride on 
high spots, caused by the previous wear. 
More than likely you -will find a badly 
worn bearing- which Is causing- the trou- 
ble. Very often It Is necessary to re- 
move a bearing and wash Jt in gasoline 
In order to detect Its damaged condition. 
A casual inspection of a bearing when 
covered with grease will not always re- 
veal its true condition. 
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Draft Rules for Autos 


in General Grant ParK 


Announcement has been made of the 


following1 regulations- governing-: the ad- 
mission of automobiles and motorcycles 
into the General Grant National Park: 


1. Xo automobiles or motorcycle will 


be. permitted within the metes and bounds 
of General Grant National Park unless 
the owner thereof secures a written iier- 
mlt from the supervisor or his representa- 
tive. Permits may be obtained from the 
supervisor at Thrw» Hlvers. Cat. or Ms 
authorized representative at the rangers' 
headquarters on the Government road lu 
the General Grant -National Park. 
- ". Applications for permits must show; 
Name of owner, number of machine, name 
pf driver..and inclusive dates for which 
permit Is desired, and be accompanied by 
a feu of 50 cents tor a single round-trip 
through the park, or a fee. of J2.50 for 
each machine per season. Permits must 
be presented to the supervisor or his au- 
thorized representative at the rangers' 
headquarters on the Government road. 


3. The use of automobiles and motor-, 


cycles will be permlttted only 'on the 
Millwood road, tho North road and the 
Stephens grade road between the hours 
of 6 a. m. and 7 p. m. 


4. . When teams approach motor vehi- 


cles will take position on the outer edge 
of roadway, regardless of the direction in 
which they are going, taking tare that 
sufficient room is left on the Inside for 
the passage of teams. 


5. Motors will &top when "teams ap- 


proach and remain at rest until teams 
have passed or until teamsters are satis- 
fled regarding the safety of their teams. 


6. Speed will be limited to eight miles 


per hour, except on straight stretches 
where approaching teams will be visible, 
when, if no teams are In sight, this speed 
may he Increased..to .tlie rate indicated 
on signboards along- the road; in no 
event, however, snail .It exceed fifteen 
miles per hour. 


7: Signal with horn -will be given at 


or near every bend to announce to ap- 
proaching teams the proximity of motors.. 


S. Teams have the-right of way, and 


machines will be backed or otherwise 
Handled, as necessary, so as to enable 
teams to pass with safety. 


S. . Violation of any of the- foregoing: 


rules, or the general regulations for the 
Korerraent of the park, will cause revo- 
cation of permit; will subject the owner 
of the'machine to liability for any dam- 
ages occasioned thereby, ami to eject- 
ment from the reservations; and be cause 
for refusal to Issue a new permit to tho 
owner without prior, sanction in writing1 
from the Secretary of the Interior.'. 


10., All persons passing through the 


park with machines are required to stop 
at tho rangers' headquarters and register 
their names.

measure, given outsiders the Impres- 
sion that the cowboy is a thing of the 
past. -Jt is true that the cowboy does 
not handle cattle in bunches as large 
as' in me*.days of yore, but handle 
them -he does and there has. been no 
change-in'-the methods. 


Tnie free range has been cut up 


by the "nesters,"'who expect to.make 
a million -on a-'lSO-acro homestead. 
The "nester," however, doe not long 
survive;'. :.He Is absorbed by the big 
ranch*'burner -who buys him out, burns 
his 'shack, .removes-'his fence, and 
with-'the-next raih.he'is, forgotten.

In this way,- arid by having .his 


cowboys, homestead the watorholea 
andicholce land, the big-.ranch" own- 
er acquires large 'holdlnga which ara 
loo poor for ; other' purposes 'than 
grazing. Territory formerly occupied

"grants" contemporary with the his- 
tory of Southern California, is now 
owned by the large ranchers. 


Cowboys working on those large 


ranches have as much "cow work" 
today as had-the old-tlmera. Tn the 
western and northern state he may in
